Arthur Evans of ‘Tue TRIBUNP staff writes from 
Edwardsville, Il., that the farmers in that neigh- 
borhood, like the farmers throughout the country, 
are protesting volubly and constantly at the “ hard 
times” now upon them, at the inequitable defla- 
tion of prices forced upon them, at their loss of 
profits and the necessity of holding what little 
money they have until prices of manufactured 
goods come down to within reasonable trading dis- 
tance of the price of their products. At the same 
time he finds one farmer who thus protests and 
then goes out to pay $20,000 cash for 100 more 
aores of land with which to add to his troubles.

' RETAIL SALES AS A GUIDE. | 
[New York Journal of Commerce. ] 


Many of the current assertions about the extent 
‘of unemployment and the consequent injury to the 
purchasing power of the public, the substantial truth 
of which is too often taken for granted, are shown to 
be gross exaggerations of existing facts by reliable 
reports on’ the volume of retail sales the country 
over. The réguiar monthly report for July on the 
state of retail trade compiled by the federal reserve 
board and appearing in another column of today’s 
issue of this paper is an excellent example of this 
The volume of sales during July, measured in dol- 
larg, is but 15 per cent less than that of July, 1920. 
Prices have beyond doubt fallen at least to a similar 
extent—probably in the stores included in the survey 
the decline has been measurably greater. The actual 
amount of goods moving over the counters it is rea- 
sonable to Infer is therefore as great as if not greater 
than last year, Nor is there anything especially new 


in these returns, On the contrary, substantially the | 


same condition of affairs has been regularly revealed 
each month. 

There is, of course, some variation from section to 
section, but certainly no well defined tendency is dis- 
cernible toward worse conditions in industrial centers, ' 
where unemployment would first make itself felt, 
The houses included in the list (354 in all) are de- 
partment stores for the most part in the larger 
centers, and may not for that reason be fully repre- 
sentative of retail trade asa whole. But the figures 
are, nevertheless, rather convincing evidence that 
both unemployment conditions and the decrease in 
purchasing power have been exaggerated in many

 $TATE FAIR BABY SHOW. 
T the Illinois state fair the_people 
of the state show their babies as 
well as their bulls, their pump- 

kins, and their knitting. 

Whenever some sporty gent 
about his entry in some hoss race a fond 
mother counters by bragging about her 
entry in the human race. For there’s a 
baby show on with blue ribbons, sweep- 
stake purses, and all other parapher- 
nalia of contests. 

It’s a good thing that people are begin- 
ning to take a pride in their children as 
they have so long done in their hogs 
and their billy goats. 

Of course, a baby show is no new thing. 
So long ago as twenty years E. F. 


fashioned baby show and he performed 
with such Celtic urbanity that he elected 
himself to the governor’s chair, the 
theory being that any man who could 
judge a baby show and keep everybody 
happy could handle a.race riot without 
turning a hair. 


This is not an old fashioned baby show, 
but then not even a new fashioned baby 
show is a novelty any more. This is a 
genuine,yeugenics baby show. The chil- 
dren (limited to those between 6 months 
and 6 years of age in most classes) are 
examined carefully to see that no one 
brings in any contagion. No child can 
be entered unless the parent can show its 
birth certificate. The authorities do not 
propose to have any ringers or mav- 
ericks. It is gradually becoming so that 
® birth registration will be required for 
marriage licenses, inheritance, passports, 
jobs, and lots of other things. 

The child found free of contagion and 
accompanied by the birth certificate is 
entered either in a competitive or a non- 
competitive class as the parent wishes. 
The judges pay no attention to pink rib- 
bons, lace, curls, and dimples, He is 
weighed and measured, his eyes, teeth, 
jtonsils, and ears are examined, — his 
mental capacity is tested, he is rated on 
personality, deportment, and behavior. 
When he gets through the record on 
him is as complete as though they had 
looked through him with an X-ray, 
studied him undér a microscope, or boiled 
him in a test tube. Then the judges take 
the records and make their awards in 
the same scientific, Impersonal, and un- 


calculates angles and tangents and or- 
ders the firing of his pieces. 

These baby shows are great educa- 
tional institutions. They, set standards. 
They teach parents how to judge a baby 
just as an agricultural school teaches 
how to judge a cow. More important 
still, they teach mothers how to care -for 
their babies. They are great universities 
of mothercraft. In part due to such 
schools babies and children generally 
are healthier than they were twenty

IT’S DANGEROUS TO HEALTH.

At the 
factory at which I am employed the male 
employés nearly all spit on the floor, 
many chew tobacco and expectorate until 
it forms: large pools on the floor near 
their work benches. The janitor sweeps 
up the rubbish and dried sputum in 
clouds of dust during working hours 
(with all windows tightly closed in cold 
weather).

They all seem to be in fairly good 
health.”

Tubereulosis is not the only disease which 
is spread by the hatat of spitting on the 
floor. Pneumonia, bronchitis, colds, and pos- 
sibly influenza belong on the list. In every 
large group there are some consumptives and 
more persons capable of spreading pneum 
bronchitis and coryza. 


TAPPING WON’T HELP HER.

If she 
will remain quietly in bed, eat no salt, drink 
very little water and take digitalis as her 
physician prescribes there is a fair chance 
that the dropsy will disappear. Tapping 
does not remove the cause.

Cut Apple Jellies. 


Man y a housewife in -winter time 
adds a little water to apple parings 
and the cores, cooks and drains the 


" liuquid from them, adds its measure 


of sugar or a little less, and gets a 
glass of jelly or several. The jelly 
she makes maybe plain or spiced, or 
‘flavored with mint or any one of a 
dozen other things. 


It is undoubtedly the skins of apples 
and quinces that contain the most of 
that jellying stuff called pectin. Crab 
apples, wild crabs, and certain varie- 
‘ties of apples ‘contain so much pectin 


over, and still there will be enough, 
of the jellying materia! in the extrac- 
| tions to stiffen it into a jelly. It is 
econemy to cook th three times— 
that is, make three ¢xtractions. 


fine hard crab apples there is enough 
pectin to make a jelly that may be, 
used asa candy. Like the tropical jel- | 
lies, it may be poured out in an inch | 
thick layer: then it may be cut in | 


equares, etc.

Wash apples and trim, cut out dried 
blossom end, and remove stem and 
any defects; cover with cold water, 
bring slowly to, a boil, and simmer 
until apples are soft, strain out never 
squeez bag; measure out frum one to 
‘three cups of the extraction, and never 
cook more than that amount in one ket- 
tle in making any sort of jelly, if you 
‘wish to cook it quickly and-to have it 
‘cledr and firm instead sirupy or 
tough or gummy.’ Cook the sugar 
and fruit juice over a quick fire while 
stirring and dissolving sugar, 
over low fire until it tests. Pour into 
something like an icebox butter case 
in an inch thick layer. When cold 
cut in squares, roll in sugar, pack like 
candy. Keep dry, and this will be geod 
as long as a jelly. ras will, or much 
longer.
